Washington, March 12.—The fed- 
eral farm loan board, charged with | 
administration of the new government | 
financial intermediate credit banks 
completed today the regulations which 
are to serve as the guide for the sys- 
tem's operation in aid of the farmer. 

The $60,000,000 capital authorized 
by the law creating the new banks, 
automatically has been accredited to 
the farm loan board by the by and 
indications were given, following a 
conference today between Commission- 
er Lobdel]l of the board and Secre- 
tary Mellon, that a million dollars 
will be turned over to each of the 
twelve banks immediately upon the 
issuing of charters. Additional funds, 
up to the aggregate of sixty millions. 
will be supplied as needs arise. 

The board plans, temporarily at 
least, to hold loans made under’ the 
new law to a busis of nine months | 
maturity. Mr. lLobdell explained;| 
however, that this would be done only 
because no one knew the exact extent 
to which the system would be called! 
upon to aid in agricultural financing. 
The first few months or, perhaps a 
year, he said, would be regarded as a 
period of experimentation. 

Minimum Service. 


“It is the ambition of those charged 
with the administration of the new 
law.” said the commissioner, “to ren- 
der maximum service, but elemental 
safety must be the first consideration. 
Banks and co-operative assotiations 
desiring to use the service and see it 
developed will make their best contrib- 
ution by offering nothi ng but per- 
fectly sound paper.” 

A construction of the law's provi- 
sions, made public by the commission- 
er, was agreed upon in the three day 
conference last week of the board with 
the land bank presidents. It said: 

“Direct loans can not be made to 
individuals. Direct advances may be 
made to co-operative marketing asso-

NINE REPORTED DEAD

Three Are Killed at Rich- © 
mond---Ohio, Mississippi — 
and Arkansas Report 
Deaths and Injuries. 


Chicago, March 12.—Forty-six per- © 
sons lost their lives in a great storm 
which swept the country from the 7 
Rocky mountains to the Appalachian 


Scores were injured and the property 
damage is expected to run into the 
millions. 

Snow or rain, and in some cases 
both, accompanied by a terrific wind, 
which in some localities reached a 
velocity of 80 miles an hour, took 
lives, wrecked buildings and.crippled 
telephone and communication systems. 

The south suffered most, two towns 
in Tennessee being completely wrecked 
and 16 lives lost at Pinson, Tenn, | 
and Deanberg. Two relief trains, one ~ 
with eight physicians and a second 
with 50 relief workers, were dispatch- 
ed from Jackson for Pinson. 

Nine deaths were caused by the 
sto in central Kentucky. Three 
persons were reported killed at Rich- 
mond, when the wind lifted a small — 
farm house containing three adults _ 
and ten children, from its foundation, 
carried it 50 yards and hurled it to 
the ground in splinters. Two were 
killed at Bowling Green, three at 
South Union ind a nine-year-old boy 
‘was Wiléf:and five other children 
were injured at South Portsmouth 
when the roof was blown from a‘high 
scheol building into a yard where 
the children were playing, according to 
réports reaching Louisville. 

Two Dead in Chicago. 

Other reported deaths included two 
at Chicago, one at Steubenville, 
Ohio; one at Massillon, Ohio: one at 
Greenwood, Miss.; one at El Dorado, 
Ark., and one at Milwaukee. 

Heavy property damage accom- 
panied the storm in all these places, 
In some sections the damage was esti- 
mated at $500,000 to $1,000,000. 
Some towns are completely cut off 
from communication with outside 
points, while in some instances a 
single wire furnished the only means 
of communication, Damage to wire 
servics was general throughout the 
entire central section of the country.

More rain fell 
after 7 o'clock, and at midnight it was 
unofficially estimated that precipita- 
tion for the day had amounted to 1.5 
inches, the heaviest in more than a 
month. 

Although the wind and rain prac- 
tically drove traffic off the streets 
for a few moments, the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company reported 
shortly after the storm had abated that 
almost no damage had been done to 
its property. 

To Grow Colder. 

Following the deluge of rain and 
wind, the weather man predicted a 
gradual drop ‘in temperature.

“The great essential now to the 
further development of American 
trade and commerce in China is the 
investment of American capital in 
railway and industrial enterprises in 
that country,” Julean Arnold, com- 
mereial attache of the U. S. Depart- 
rent of commerce, declared in an ad- 
cress before the forum committee ot 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce at 
the weekly luncheon Monday noon. 

“Railways will open up nearly 
000,000 square miles now unsettlea 
und undeveloped in China,” Mr. Arn- 
old stated, “and economical transpor- 
tation will assist in a better distribu- 
tion of the population.” 

Mr. Arnold declared that os indus- 
try develops in China, demand. for 
labor increases, wages rise, and the 
purchasing power increases. As ¢ 
result, he said, the more China mannu- 
factures, the more the peoPle consume 
and the faster economic inequality 
between China and the United States 
will disappear. 

Mr. Arnold showed that in spite of 
political a sturbances, China’s foreign 
trade has advanced steadily every year 
during the past twenty years, each 
succeeding year’s returns being in ad- 
vance of its predecessor. He declared 
that the opportunity is now open to 
America to establish trade relations 
with China that will mean billions of 
dollars to United States merchants 
annually.

CAMPAIGN WAGED 


Atlanta Cotton Exchange 
Co-Operates With State 


Agricultural College to 
Improve Crops. 


The Atlanta Cotton Exchange, in 
co-operation with the State College 
of Agriculture, bankers’ associations 
and others, is pushing its campaign 
for longer lint cotton in north Georgia. 

Hope Tignor, an official of the 
exchange, stated that several carloads 
of good planting seed had been placed 
by his organization without cost for 
its service. He said he believed that 
the publicity campaign which had 
been carried on by the exchange had 
created interest and resulted in the 
sale of many more carloads of seed 
than was previously handled by the 
exchange. 

Allen F. Johnson, vice president of 
the Consolidated Textile corporation, 
with headquarters at Lynchburg, Va., 
and former president of the Exposi- 
tion Cotton mills of Atlanta, putting 
the textile man’s point of view, said: 

“T commend the action of the At- 
lanta Cotton Exchange in its efforts 
to induce the farmers to plant a bet- 
ter variety of coon seed. I is a well- 
known fact among all cotton millers 
in the country, inelding the mills in 
Georgia, that the staple of north Geor- 
gia cotton has deteriorated to such 
an extent during the past ten years 
that it no longer has the spinning 
quality it formerly had. ‘Therefore 
the spinners who formerly preferred 
north Georgia cotton are now forced 
to go to western points for the desired 
staple. 

“What the spinners want from 
north Georgia is a full inch to an

The market closed firm at 1-2 cent 
to 1 cent net gain, with Mav 
to 1.20 S-S and July 1.15 1-4. Corn 
finished 3-S to 3-4 cent up, oats un- 
changed to 1-8 eent off, and provisions 
varving from unchanged figures to 10 
cents higher. 

Although wheat showed a down- 
ward tendency during the early dea!- 
ings, it was soon apparent that sellers 
lacked courage, and that the market 
was of a two-sided character. ‘The 
initial weakness resulted from wide- 
spread rain and snow likely to bene- 
fit the domestic winter crop, but this 
was partly offset by an upturn in 
Liverpool quotations and by a falling 
off in the amount of world sbipments 
last week as compared with the week 
before. Bulls made much, too, of ad- 
vices indicating that western Kansas 
and western Oklahoma had failed to 
receive any moisture of consequence. 

It was chiefly evidence of better 
demand from Europe. however, that 
lifted the wheat market to the day's 
top prices. Offerings of May wheat 
in particular became searcer and with 
bidding led by houses that were the 
principal sellers on Saturday the 
price ran up rapidly and showed but 
little reaction when the profit-taking 
sales unsual on a bulge took place. 

Corn developed independent 
strength at times in the absense of 
any selling. Receipts of corn were 
smaller than expected. Slowness of 
eastern demand tended to ease the 
oats market. 

Notwithstanding weakness of hog 
values, provisions sympathized with 
the action of corn, and averaged 
higher in price.
